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BLACK VEN US’ LAKKS IDE STAKES. 

For the third day of the Washington Park 
•meeting the crowd nnmbered possibly 3,000. 
The weather was perfection; the sky clear, the 
hreezes delightful. 

Many of the smart people, noticeably Chris 
Smith, thought well of A1 Fresco, but the 
Schorr horse was galloping at the finish, while 
Licalzi’s 3-year-old was beaten for the place by 
“War Jig” Murphy’s Teutonna, who had run 
from “eend to eend.” 

Formeio, W. B. Sink, Jr’s supposedly great 
two-year old colt w'as held a prime favorite, 
Riley Grannan being the first to venture the 4 
to 5 obtaining at the post. 

Although the start was a most excellent one, 
Formero, off fifth, never showed better than 
fourth, and at the bleeching hraids was hope- 
lessly beaten, “Skeets” Martin punishing him 
seveiely. W. Overton had taken the track at 
the first furlong and was not caught until close 
in when he was passed by Santello, who finished 
strongly. Hardy Pardee, second up the back 
stretch, was dropped back on upper turn by 
Thorpe, who thus gained the rail in the 
straight. The last eighth produced a splendid 
contest, the placed horses running abreast, all 
driving the intermediate sixteenth. 

Toluca, for the Lakeside Stakes, went to the 
post at 6 to 5. Third was the best she could do. 
The race being always between Black Venus and 
Souchon, which pair was always first and sec- 
ond in inverse order, Brown Dick’s filly 
threatening at the turn to make a runaway race 
^of it. Even at the last sixteenth it looked as if 
^Black Venus would never reach. Monadour, 
well backed by the colored contingent, showed 
third on the turn. Horses not above named 
never being in the race. 

Eugenia Wickes, the favorite in the fourth 
race, acted badly at the post, but although 
kicking up, in reality had the better of it 
standing still while the others broke away. 
From the inside position she raced away at the 
start, being at once joined by The Manxman 
from the outside position an<i the pair led at 
the half mile ground, with Boanerges running 
easily behind them, Fervoi fourth, leading the 
back bunch. Boanerges closed on the far turn, 
ann making his run into the straight, soon had 
everything beaten. Eugenia Wickes hung on 
to the betting ring, there stopping to nothing, 
and in a drive The Manxman got the place from 
Fervor. 

It looked like a case of good luck on the part 
of McGuigan for Eugenia Wickes and The 
Manxman to “run their heads off’.’' 

Riley Grannan had got down hard on Boan- 
erges, making one bet of $300 to $1,700 with Jim 
O’Leary and in the next race he placed most of 
his winnings on Ben Hadad, who opened at 4 
and went to the post at 5 to 1, despite his defeat 
of Traverser on Derby day. Algol’s price went 
up from 9 to 10 to 7 to 5 under the fire on Hurly 
Burly, which knocked the daughter of Belter 
Skelter from 8 to 5 down to 13 to 10. Algol ran 
his race at the post, but when the flag fell still 
had speed and was restrained in third position 
by Tommy Burns, Our Gertie being second to 
Ben Hadad up the back stretch. Algol set sail 
rounding the turn, but was soon done and Ben 
Hadad’s head was bobbing all the way. Hurly 
Burly was a bad third. 

The phenomenon of a “Dutch book” was pre- 
sented in the ring concerning the last race, for 
which Cherry Leaf could be had at 3, Braw Lad 
at a like figure, Alvarado II. at 3t, Haphazard 
at 6 and Sunburst at 15 to 1, Alvarado II. and 
Braw Lad raced up the back stretch trying to 
beat each other for the lead, CMawson, on Cherry 
Leaf, lying third to the turn, where he came 
through on the rail and galloped home the 
easiest of winners from Haphazard, who did 
not get going the first three furlongs. 

The betting was somewhat light, and this ac- 
counted for the liberal odds. “Maxy” Blu- 
menthal bet $1,000 on Black Venus, and so got 
even on the meeting. Leo Mayer “plugged” 
Eugenia Wickes for $1,000. One of the heaviest 
of the local bookmakers lost $3,000 on the day, 
and declared: “No more for me. Tomorrow I 
will go fishing up in Wisconsin.” Marsh Redon 
laid the highest price against Cherry Leaf. 

Tommy Burns was set down for three days by 
Starter Dwyer, for the breakaways of Algol. Of 
course Burns will ride* out his engagements of 
today. 

The Lakeside Stakes w'as worth $2,220 to the 
winner. For this race Ed Corrigan started Chi- 
mura, a name not listed on the card. 

William McGuigan, in reference to Ben 
Hadad, said: “He is a very fast horse. The 
track has dried out nicely and will soon be up 
to breaking records.” 

C. E. Brossman, trainer of Imp, arrived from 
the east yesterday. He says that his mare will 
be rested up in a few days and will be seen at 
Washington Park. 

Sporting men seen about the track were; 
James A. Murphy, owner of Star Pointer, the

JEAN BEKAUD AND OTHERS. 



In reviewing the eastern racing situation the 
New York Sun of Monday says: 

“Whether Jean Beraud is invincible or not is 
the burning question of the hour among horse- 
men. The consistent 2-year-old son of His 
Highness— Carrie C. has only one defeat on his 
record up to date, and in that race at Morris 
Park he only got clear sailing when it was too 
late for him to make up lost ground. He has 
almost every stake for his age on the calendar 
to his credit, and his last win on Saturday 
looked easier than any of his previous triumphs. 
Skeptics assert that the class behind him on 
each occasion has been poor, but the fact re- 
mains that he is doing all that is asked of him 
in as clean-cut fashion as the 2-year-old idols 
of previous years. That he will ultimately 
reach his Waterloo is remotely possible, but 
very improbable. There is hardly a chance 
that some conservative owner has kept another 
Tremont, Domino or Hamburg in pickle all this 
time while Jean Bereaud was serenely sweep- 
ing the decks. Some of the smartest young- 
sters seen out since the campaign opened in 
earnest have yet to meet the French-named 
conqueror, and there may be one among them 
capable of taking his measure. The book- 
makers are clearly looking forward to such a 
contingency, as they continue to mark up odds 
about the colt which represent a gold mine for 

S lungers with unlimited capital and confidence. 

o matter what the outcome may be it is now 
conceded that Sydney Paget secured a bargain. 
He is said to have paid $.30,000 to Gideon <& 
Daly for the colt, the first stake won after the 
deal to serve as an instalment, and half the sub- 
sequent winning.s to go to the previous owners. 
Jean Beraud promptly jumped out and won a 
rich stake at Gravesend, to which he added the 
Great Trial at Sheepshead Bay last Saturday. 
If he keeps on in this vein his new owner will 
probably “win him out” before the season closes. 

“The 3-year-old problem is more complicated 
than ever. Hamburg has more than wiped out 
his defeat in the Belmont Stakes. Plaudit and 
Mirthful, after being hailed as probable cham- 
pions, in turn succumbed to Pink Coat. War- 
renton’s forward running at Chicago makes 
him a factor to be considered, while Sly Fox, 
The Huguenot and Previous rank with the best 
on their good days. The Realization Stakes, to 
be run at Sheepshead Bay on July 4, is expected 
to furnish some sort of a key to the puzzle. 
Still all are not eligible to start, and the public 
will have to wait further for developments. 
There is every chance, however, that Plaudit 
The Huguenot, Previous and Hamburg will 
join issue in the Realization, and that fact alone 
should serve to make the race memorable.” 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



When Plaudit went east reports were current 
that he was doing none too well, but they were 
apparently without foundation. In Monday’s 
edition of Morning Telegraph “Kelston” says: 

“With the going a bit heavy and Sunday 
being more or less of an off day, there is little 
of importance to report from training quarters. 
At Sheepshead Bay John E. Madden’s Plaudit 
galloped a mile in 1:49, moving free and seem 
ingly at home in the deep going, so that no 
matter what the condition of the track may be 
on Realization Day the son of Himyar and 
Cinderella will take a lot of beating. 

“I looked Plaudit over in his stall yesterday 
and Albert Simons, who has been handling him 
in the west, is deserving of credit for the condi- 
tion in which he has handed him over to Mr. 
Madden. Although not on the big muscular 
order, Plaudit is a rare type of a clean cut, 
beautifully balanced horse, absolutely without 
lumber. His beautifully placed shoulders and 
perfect balance is a guarantee that racing up 
hill, down hill or on the level, will be all the 
same to this perfect racing machine, and it is to 
be h«»ped that the Westchester Association will 
have on its program this fall a weight for age 
race at a distance of at least one mile and three 
q^uarters, and valuable enough to draw all of 
the best horses in the country.”

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THE ELECTRIC BATTERY AGAIN. 



A turf scandal of some interest cropped up at 
Latonia Monday, particulars of which are thus 
detailed in the Cincinnati Enquirer: 

“Jockey Aker has asked to be released from 
the contract which Arthur Duffy has on his 
services. Yesterday Aker went before the judges 
at Latonia and made the request referred to, 
prefacing it with a serious charge against 
‘Butch’ Diebauit, the trainer for Duffy. The boy 
accused Diebauit of having tried on several 
occasions to get him to use an electric battery 
on horses ridden by him— not only horses in 
the Duffy string, but also on outside mounts. 
He said that when Diebauit first made that 
sort of a proposition to him he refused to do as 
requested, giving as one reason for his refusal 
his inability to handle the device. The battery 
which the trainer wanted him to use was a 
small affair— a magnet battq^y- to be carried 
in the hand. Diebauit, he asserted, gave him a 
small block of wood, of the size of his alleged 
battery, and requested him to practice with it. 
Aker produced the block, but the battery itself 
was not in evidence. He charged that Diebauit 
bad given him the battery on two different 
occasions after *he had mounted for a 
race. The first time was June 14 w'ben 
he was riding Kittie B. in a six-furlong 
race won by Purity. He took the device, and as 
he passed out on the track to go to the starting 

E oint he handed it to his brother, who is also 
is valet. A few days later the apparatus was 
again given him by Diebauit, to be used on 
Duffy’s horse, Teulon. On that occasion, the 
boy said, he threw the thing over into the infield. 
After hearing Aker’s statement, the judges sent 
for Diebauit. He denied the jockey’s charge 
and then made a counter charge that Charles 
Showalter, a former valet of the jockey, had 
told him that Aker had used an electric saddle.” 
“The boy promptly informed the judges that 
Shov alter is now in the employ of the L. & N. 
Railroad, and requested that a policeman be 
sent for him down to Milldale. One of the track 
detectives was dispatched for Showalter, and 
he was brought to the track without knowing 
why he had been summoned. In the presence 
of Diebauit he was asked whether he had ever 
said that Aker used an electric saddle. He em- 
phatically denied ever having said anything of 
the kind. He furthermore denied ever having 
had any conversation with Diebauit, and said 
that he never had any use for him, or words to 
that effect. This, of course, put Diebauit in a 
bad position. The judges decided to look 
further into the matter. They will wait until 
Mr. Duffy can be seen. In the meantime Aker 
has, pending a further investigation into the 
matter, been released from his contract. No 
further entries will be received from the stable 
until the matter has been settled.”
